After the ſaid Maſter UN Uardens and Fellowſhipp did make diner oꝛdinances fo2 the gouernment of the ſaid Carres and

XXX. Nouembris Anno 6. Iacobi, it was oꝛdered by the Lozds ot the Lounceil that all perſons vſing the trade of Carres 
ſhould be oꝛdered and gouerned acco2ding to thebefoze recited Act of Common Councell And that the nomber of Carrs with- 
in London ſhould not exceed 400, And that none ol them ſhould be vſed but by the licence of the Company of UUoodmongers 
and Carremen. 

XI. OHobris Anno 9. Jacobi, the befoze recited Charter and ozdinances were decreed in the Court of Star⸗ chamber. 

Ifter diuers diſo2dered perſons not confozming themſelues accoꝛding to the ſaib oꝛdinances the Loꝛds ofthe Councell were 
plealedto direct their ) onoꝛable letters to the Loꝛd Matoꝛ and Court of Aldermen requiring them to call thetaid perſons be⸗ 
foꝛethem and to cauſe them pꝛeſentlywithout delay oz excuſe to ſubmit themlelucs tothe laid oꝛdinances oz elle to commit them 
to pꝛiſon vntill they ſhould ſo confoꝛme themſelues, | 

The 20. of November no 16. Iacobi Regis, à ſetond decree was made in the Zarr-chamber, whereby the decree ok the xi 
of October in the ix.yeare of his Maieſties raigne the oꝛder of the Lozds 3. Novenbris Anno 6.Tacobi. the letters ofthe Loꝛds 
of the Councell befoze menconed the oꝛdinances of the ſaid Companie of UU oodmongerg, the befoze mencioned Act of Com⸗ 
mon Councell andallother oꝛdinances eſtabliſhed foꝛ the gouernment of the ſaid Companie ok UMood mongers + Larremen 
were decreed to be after trulie obſerued perfozmeD and kept accoꝛding to the purpo:t and true meaning thercok. 

Afterthe rv. of October Anno 17. lacobi, the ſaid laſt mentioned decree was in all the points afo2e-ſatd confirmed bya third 
Decree in the lald Court of tarr chauber x diuers perſons that is to ſay Robert Wright thomas Newton Thomas Guy William 
Barwell Edward toplincs and Robert Violet, And alſo Mathew K impſter and William 51igh ſhould be reſtrained and pꝛohibitedto 
vſe 02 woꝛke any arre oꝛ Carres within the ſaid Cittie liberties + ſuburbes the:cof without allowance ok the ſaid UMood⸗ 
mongers vpon painc of puniſhment to bee inflicted vpon them by the cenſure of the laid Honoꝛable court: And it was then fur⸗ 
ther decreed bythe laid court that ſuch perſoris as then did oz ſbould after vle Carres and were tree ol any other companies in 
London then of the ſaid UUdod⸗mongers ſhould fozthwith bee tranſlated ouer to the ſaid company of UUood-mengers in 
manner and foꝛme as by the laid Act of common C ouncellis ſet down: and pꝛeſcribed. And that ſuch perſon oz perſons as did 
oꝛ ſhould refuſe oꝛ neglect to be tranſlated after requeſt made vnto them accoꝛding to the laid Act ſhould vndergoe and belubiect 
to the cenſure and puniſhment of the laid moſt Honourabie court of Stacr⸗ chamber foꝛ his oꝛ their contempt in that behalf: 
And laſtlie it was oꝛdered by the laid high court that the ſaid Robert Wright fox his contempt ſhould be committed tothe pꝛilon 
okthe Fleet there to temaine vntill he ſhould confoꝛme himſelf and ſbew obedience to the decrees oꝛders and oꝛdinances eſtab 
liſhed as afoꝛeſaid. ; : 

” All which notwithſtanding theſaid Robert Wright andthe other petlons befoze menctoned and diuers others bytheir ex⸗ 
ample doe not onelie continue Contemners of the laid Act of common C ouncell oꝛdinances and decrees but doe allo become 
ſuitoꝛs tothe high Court of Parliament to put invſe diners things contrar ie to the ſaid Act of common Councell oꝛdinances 
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
